INSTITUTION NEWS 


HOME-MADE PLAYGROUND APPARATUS 
Recreation Dept., Russell Sage Foundation 

Lack funds buy ready-built swings, seesaws, etc., 
not always great disaster one might think. 
Often where there are small boys and carpenter shop 
much better have them help build their own 
apparatus than buy it, even the institution has 
the money. 

The home-built playground equipment described 
below was constructed the country school play- 
ground Stanton, New Jersey, five men and some 
boys working two Saturday afternoons. Good-sized, 
well-seasoned chestnut trees were donated resident 
and about two hundred and fifty dollars worth sturdy 
apparatus was obtained for forty dollars, say nothing 
the example set real community helpfulness. 

The timbers for the swings were first put up, two 
15-foot logs set feet cement, and the cross bar 
fastened with 12-inch lag screws and iron braces the 
sides. (Lag screws are huge screws with square head 
which may turned with wrench.) cross bar 
was feet long, wide enough for two swings. The 
ropes were fastened 2-inch galvanized rings which 
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hung eye-bolts, thus taking the friction and pre- 
venting the ropes from being worked through quickly. 
The bolts were sawed through with hack saw allow 
the rings slipped on. (Fig. 1.) 


The uprights were braced 10-foot post either 
side, nailed firmly about feet and buried feet 
the ground. The butt the brace was laid against 
large stone prevent its working deeper into the 
ground. These braces should also have small stones 
tamped around them and possible cement poured 
into the interstices the stones. (Fig. 2.) 

planting the posts for the swings and the hori- 
zontal bars, large stone was placed each the four 
sides the bottom the hole brace under the 
strain use. Then small stones, collected the 
numerous young helpers, were tamped down around it, 
filling with cement. This will insure steady post. 
The parts the logs placed the ground should 
painted with creosote tar roofing paint which 
materially arrests the decay the wood. 

Two horizontal bars were erected, one feet from 
the ground for boys and the other feet inches from 
the ground for girls. The posts were planted feet 
inches down the same manner the posts for 
the swings. The posts for the boys’ bar were feet 


long and those for the girls’ feet inches. The bars 
consisted 2-inch galvanized pipe (outside diameter) 
feet length, placed hole the post bored 
inches from the top. Each pipe had quarter-inch 
hole bored through about inches from the end. 
When place ten-penny nail was driven through the 
post and through the hole the bar prevent from 
slipping out. (Fig. 3.) The bar should leveled with 
spirit level that will surely horizontal. 
might remark that 2-inch bars are often recommended, 
but experience this instance that these are little 
large for children and bar inches (outside di- 
ameter) would better. The pipe was carefully sand- 
papered remove any roughness. The sandpapering 
was job the children helped on. 

The pair seesaws were constructed 6-foot pipe, 
inches diameter, held between three heavy timbers 
feet long and set feet, inches cement and 
stones. Two 12-foot planed planks, inches, were 
used with inch blocks nailed underneath 
either side the bar prevent the plank from slipping. 
(Fig. 4.) would better have 14-foot planks, 
because the children, unless they are very small, prefer 
the larger seesaws. 

There remained only the erection the giant stride. 
old cart-wheel with large axle hole was obtained 
and the spokes cut off about inches from the hub. 
heavy pole, feet long, was planted feet cement 
and small stones. Before setting up, the top the 
pole was trimmed form axle with the wheel 
resting the untrimmed shoulder. Six ropes were 
fastened around the hub with the weight resting 
the hub and not the spokes. (Fig. 5.) The spokes 
are only separate the rope that will not become 
entangled. manila rope was used. The rope 
was passed through one-inch screw-eye fastened into 
the hub that would not slip off. round piece 
tin was nailed over the top the pole help keep the 
axle dry wet weather. The wheel was greased with 
axle grease make run smoothly. None the 
apparatus was used for forty-eight hours allow the 
cement set. 

The itemized cost follows. The labor item in- 
cludes cutting the timber the woods and digging the 
holes for the posts which was done advance 
expedite matters.

This the second paper from the proceedings. 

The only way for agency, whether for child welfare 
any other kind, think community chest 
family project. The tendency not entirely the 
part agencies but the chest people well 
which you can run and turn the spigot and have 
something poured out you. the last analysis 
chests are going useful only insofar they make 
for better work and better service the part the 
agencies. There has been almost automatic ten- 
dency for the agency have its publicity wiped out and 
have lost standing and friends and understanding 
and opportunity for service because the lack just 
these things. 

The whole trend now away from that and must 
more and more away from community chests 
are going means our agencies serving better. 
not fact that our old publicity technique and 
procedures were mainly connected with our raising 
money and that when did not have raise money 
any longer without any thinking about partic- 
ularly, least all the chest, least one the main 
inducements for publicity and interpretation just dis- 
appeared automatically, involuntarily. 

Now the chest raises the funds, the same token 
expect our publicity and don’t have to. 
have excused ourselves from that well from 
the fund-raising burden. The whole experience the 
chest, however, that one center infection suf- 
ficient create community-wide contagion epi- 
demic, either social welfare anything else. And 
the chests that are surviving and making progress are 
the chests that are working co-operatively with all their 
constituent members, having each one them its part 
interpreting the social welfare program, the com- 
munity. 

Some chests require just specific monthly report 
publicity their agencies receipts and ex- 
penditures. takes all and even then all together 
are insufficient for adequate interpretation. But 
unless chest alive this need—and the chest 
mean not some far off divinity supernatural power 
that going something for us, but this family 
all community interested social welfare— 
then the chest itself going down and the rest 
with it. just much our responsibility 


members the chest convince the chest the 
governing board the chests the dangers involved, 
for the chest take the initiative. are 
all that boat together. When individual agencies 
think they longer need specialized constituencies, 
they just are not figuring the ordinary garden variety 
human nature. The chest specifically weak where 
has not worked out scheme interested and active 
memberships for its agencies, not financial auxil- 
iary the chest, but means creating exten- 
sive constituency agencies, groups the community 
that really understand and are concerned and are moral 
and intellectual supporters the job. 

Publicity the very making the campaign. The 
campaign once year for week ten days only the 
flowering the education and interpretation that 
ought all busy with the year round.

was the south this summer and particular 
conference attended lot people from very back- 
ward chest cities, board members and secretaries 
various agencies were complaining about the stagna- 
tion their chests. said: “What you come 
about for? the combined lot you haven’t enough 
gumption and force turn upside down don’t see 
how any you think anybody from outside can any- 
thing about it.” The primary difficulty thinking 
that somebody else besides the social agencies the 
community and their constituencies have any re- 
sponsibility. 

When social agencies have not studied this terrible 
monster call the community chest and are prepared 
anything more about than that, don’t wonder 
that often becomes octopus. The only cure for 
for get into and force our boards into 
because the combined boards the social agencies 
the community cannot upset any reactionary policy 
the community chest they not deserve 
boards our agencies. 

The chests are waking the fact that they must 
supply more adequate resources the members the 
chests means continuing this basis for better 
service which the sine qua non chest existence. 

that big bodies move slowly and that you are trying 
carry your whole community along and get your 
whole community understand standards, those 
standards are not likely develop rapidly you 
have selected constituency only that you have cul- 
tivate order improve standards. 

demonstrable that useless agencies have not 
multiplied since the existence the chest they did 
before the chest. You can guess well whether 
they perpetuated some that existed when they started, 
and whether they perpetuated them longer than they 
would have lasted otherwise. They have done con- 
siderable putting many them out business. 

The experience some communities that there 
understanding the needs individual agencies 


they take their place community program. The 
announcement goes out that budget will approved 
for more than certain percentage increase and all 
the agencies, must treated alike, that every 
agency, matter what part playing the com- 
munity program, permitted just much more than 
had the year before and then the children’s work 
has increased tremendously during the year there 
absolutely way meet those increased demands. 

course such rule that just absurd say- 
ing that each child must grow the same number 
inches fraction each year every other child the 
family. comes from thought about community 
chests purely mechanical organization and pro- 
cedure that utterly intolerable. chest stands for 
anything all budgeting, apportion funds 
not according any mechanical rule, certainly not 
according any favoritism and predilections, but ac- 
cording the best understanding that can mar- 
shalled the relative needs the various services 
combined the chest. 

The other side the picture given community 
chest executives some places that they are worried, 
because they think the local executive the children’s 
agency hasn’t the information the strength put 
over the actual needs the budget committee. The 
agencies are taking smaller budget than they ought 
taking simply because they have not learned 
interpret their own job the budget committee. 

Any executive who thinks not equal inter- 
preting budget committee the needs his agency 
poor executive. hasn’t convinced good 
group his board sufficiently have them come with 
him discuss these needs before the budget committee, 
wonder does not convince the budget com- 
mittee. 

There limit the amount money American 
communities for welfare work. any given time there 
very definite limit and that limit has been fixed 
the amount education our communities, the 
incentives that furnish for giving. But 
stationary fixed limit, limit that can moved. 

Certain chests have cut out from every budget any 
allowance for publicity purposes. short-sighted 
kind policy and one that being relegated the 
ash-heap. But the chest that making progress 
today the chest that realizes that was very false 
economy, and this policy changing along with other 
things. 

The best way bringing about changes de- 
veloping stronger and stronger support for the indi- 
vidual agency and stronger and stronger constituency 
back dint service and the education that you 
the community. 
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NOTES FROM THE EASTERN REGIONAL 
CONFERENCE 

The Eastern Regional Conference held New York, 
January and had representation from seven states. 

The dinner meeting, broadcasted Station WNYC, 
was general interest social workers. Dr. John 
Lapp, Marquette University, Milwaukee, speaking 
fundamental objectives children’s work, said that 
test the strength our social structure whenever 
try secure equal opportunities for all children. 
outlined three objectives which must realized 
welfare children the United States receive 
the attention requires. (1) must attack the 
laissez faire attitude which characterizes much our 
public opinion and which the attitude many 
our prominent citizens their opposition all forms 
community action and social legislation. (2) 
must help the public realize that democracy 
taxation which provides for social needs represents 
co-operative effort and should not described, 
often is, great burden and imposition. long 
the latter attitude persists will necessary for 
fight our way over the same elementary obstacles when- 
ever appropriation for social purpose sought. 
(3) must recognize that the terms 
“socialism” and “communism” are the silly smoke 
screens which are used order conceal the value 
much our social legislation but with which most good 
causes sooner later are carelessly and often mali- 
ciously dubbed. 

address the pre-school child, Dr. Helen 
Woolley, Director, Institute Child Welfare Research, 
Teachers’ College, Columbia University, told recent 
improvements psychological tests for children under 
one year age and referred the tests made Dr. 
Karl Buhler, Vienna. appeared that through the 
first three months life babies superior homes 
showed better mental development than babies 
living inferior homes institutions. But beginning 
with the fourth month the babies superior homes 
showed improvement over the others. the end 
one year there was average superiority one month 
the intelligence the more favored group. some 
tests they rated more than one month ahead the less 
fortunate children. 

Then group underprivileged babies from poor 
homes and institutions were placed for about six weeks 
more favorable environments. the end the 
period this group tested high those who had been 
continuously under the most favorable conditions since 
birth. Mrs. Woolley emphasized the importance 
education for mothers which will make clear them 
the possibilities training children even the earliest 
months their lives. 


The development the spiritual life the child was 
the subject the closing session the conference. 
The speakers were Mrs. Sophie Lyons Fahs, Director, 
Union School Religion, Union Theological Seminary, 
New York, and Dr. John Elliott Hudson Guild, 
and Instructor Ethics, Ethical Culture School, New 
York. 

The spiritual values involved successful group 
activity are sought those who teach the Union 
School Religion. Mrs. Fahs told various practical 
efforts understand the children individuals the 
use modern educational psychology. She referred 
new graded Sunday School include ma- 
terial the life situations which children may confront 
well the familiar classical experiences the 
race. 

Dr. Elliott condensed most his message social 
workers the statement that the kind responses 
get out people that count—not our titles, salaries 
vocabularies. can best help children 
when become companions with them working out 
the problems life. spoke the great ethical 
development learning team play. Also said that 


one gets sense that people have right 


different progress impossible. The recognition 
differences vital both spiritual growth and the 
practice democracy. 

Space prevents summarizing the contributions the 
program made Miss Mary Boretz, Rev. Father 
Bryan McEntegart, Dr. Frederick Allen, Owen 
Lovejoy, Chairman the Program Committee, and 
others. hoped that Leigh Mitchell Hodges’ excel- 
lent paper publicity may reprinted part 
full.

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SOCIALIZED EDUCATION

The progress man from the earliest known days 
the present might characterized history 
the gradual change emphasis from competition 
co-operation. Along with increasing mastery en- 
vironment—and largely responsible for even that— 
increasing ability combine knowledge, strength and 
resources for common end has made possible man’s 
rise from savagery his present position world 
dominance. The ability combine has affected ever 
widening circles, from families small groups, larger 
tribes and affiliated groups tribes the begin- 
nings nations, larger, increasingly organized 
nations, and finally the beginnings world co- 
operation. 

Language became necessary only when two more 
people began co-operate. 

Written printed language necessary only for 
passing others now, storing for their later 
use, one’s thoughts discoveries. Every one today 
depends thousands others for the common needs 
life. individual, city, country unin- 
fluenced independent the rest humanity. 

Suspicion, hatred, competition look toward the past 
its worst features. Understanding, appreciation, 
co-operation, form the keynote the present and the 
hope the future. Education increasingly concerned 
with influencing attitudes and habits way help 
the pupils make the most themselves, and become 
valuable units the social structure. This means that 
they must become socially conscious, that they must 
learn work harmonious co-operation with others, 
and must realize the absolute necessity for fitting 
subordinating individual desires the group needs. 

might urged that schools have not been any 
great extent responsible for progress this direction 
the past. This only partially true, for dissemina- 
tion knowledge has itself been exceedingly 
great factor awakening group consciousness and 
encouraging co-operation. However, the out-of-school 
life the past has also contributed effectively from 
early childhood on. This influence for children 
decreasing the life the cities deprives them 
many the educational advantages formerly coming 
from families and immediate environment, and sub- 
stitutes civilization involved that its meaning and 


its functioning are hidden its complexity. The 
schools, therefore, must take the task. 

One the means now proving most successful 
increasingly natural social condition classroom and 
school. The formerly teacher-dominated, formal, highly 
competitive school room procedure was poor prepa- 
ration for social living and constructive co-operation. 

every test given it, has failed meet the needs 
the present and future, and rapidly being re- 
placed more scientific and more human procedure 
which, such extent possible under school 
conditions work with large numbers pupils, seeks 
preserve the schools, and improve upon, the best 
features the former out-of-school education. 

There many-sided improvement the use 
curriculum material. the first place the material 
itself, especially the so-called “Social stud- 
ies, has become more meaningful. geography the 
texts present material words and pictures that show 
the significant facts about the countries the world 
and their peoples. They are longer lists figures 
and facts strung together form for the pupils 
memorize, but instead present important thought-pro- 
voking their true and interesting relations. 
But also the material presented different spirit 
and with different aim. For example, history the 
pupils longer are expected learn great numbers 
more less unrelated facts such dates, involved 
accounts battles, names and deeds only moderately 
important people, etc. Instead they study the influ- 
ences that have made history, the trend events from 
remote time the present, and the lessons 
learned from man’s past. this way the teacher stimu- 
lates viewpoint that recognizes the interdependence 
mankind, and frees the really important part 
history from the litter that can easily 
conceal it. 

Perhaps even more important the fact that much 
school work now being done groups pupils 
co-operating class undertakings which they plan, 
assign consideration the choices and abilities 
the members, and carry through with feeling that 

real worth-while work being accomplished. They 
are being self-active individually, yet are working 
combination with others way require something 
the same “give and take” important life 
general. 

This type co-operation not confined academic 
work, although very important there. appears 
dramatics undertaken school department 
project, music when glee club, choir or- 
chestra prepares for presentation its work, many 
kinds handwork where several pupils are involved, 
and all group games when sides teams are used. 
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fact, any activity that requires mutual helpful- 
ness for common end—but preferably one that fits 
different contributions together make complete 
constructive whole—is socially valuable one. 

connection with the points already mentioned, 
another indication seems important. The schools are 
longer cloistered regards their relationship with 
the world. Instead they take their pupils with con- 
siderable freedom those people and places that have 
lessons teach them. Not only libraries and museums, 
but also stores, banks, harbor manufactory are 
likely the goals expeditions and the subjects 
lessons. 

But perhaps the greatest socializing influence the 
training co-operative citizenship that has started 
the schools. greater and greater extent schools 
and their classes are being considered practice com- 
munities where practical co-operation «an learned 
smaller stage before being transferred the 
greater one. Children many ages discuss qualities 
necessary for good citizenship, qualifications required 
for various offices, how laws should made and kept, 
and many other such attitude forming questions. And 
then they enforce the lessons putting them into 
effect their own groups. School faculties are in- 
creasingly anxious allow such practice and give 
their pupils responsibility and authority whatever 
extent they prove ready for it. 

While all this promising, such progress cannot 
said have affected the schools the nation its 
completeness, although some these influences are 
present almost any school. However, the public 
demands for its children social mindedness and prepara- 
tion for wise world well national citizenship there 
seems reason why they cannot obtained and with 
compensating disadvantages offset their tre- 
mendous value.

LOCAL STANDARDS SERVICE THE UN- 
MARRIED MOTHER AND HER CHILD, IN- 
CLUDING THE PROBLEM NON-RESI- 
DENTS 


from paper Miss Maud Bozarth, 
Social Worker for Ingleside Home, presented the 
Child Welfare Conference Western New York, 
April 19, 1928 Buffalo. 

Jane Doe Buffalo, being unmarried, being also 
about bear child, may turn private physician 
for care any one our hospitals which obstet- 
rical work. she may turn maternity home. 
support action decided upon, this will come through 
the Erie County Welfare Department the County 
Court. criminal action behalf young girl 
indicated will come the Supreme Court 
possibly the Children’s Court. commitment 
the girl herself desired may come any one 
the three courts. 

For board her child, Jane Doe will turn one 
the six agencies. The private boarding home for which 
the agency will arrange will licensed the Board 
Health. 

With hospital care, the unmarried mother like other 
mothers will discharged with her baby the tenth 
the fourteenth day. Effort may may not have 
been made have the baby breast fed. She may 
may not have had help from social service depart- 
ment agency interested keeping mother and 
child together. She may may not have had prenatal 
care clinics with private physicians. 

maternity home Jane Doe has least the ad- 
vantage foothold, base operations during the 
weeks before and after the birth her child when she 
and her family are working their way through the physi- 
cal, mental and moral problems involved. She will 
have aid understanding her problem and making 
plans. much greater degree than either she her 
family comprehends the maternity home functions 
training school, giving not only medical care and shelter, 
but discipline disorganized life, often setting the 
pattern thinking for the whole family group. 

Buffalo there has been increasing recognition 
the right public officials lay down regulations 
whether non-residents shall allowed become 
residents. The problems involved are means 
simple. Canadian girl, residing Canada, names 


fellow townsman the father her child, simple 
enough refer her her local agency for care, but 
Canadian citizen Buffalo for two three years, 
names resident Buffalo the father her child, 
may seem that she should have care and legal service 
here. She can have them but there remains the prob- 
lem for both public and private agencies whether 
this given mother good candidate for citizenship 
and whether her child shall born American citizen. 
Similarly, with out-of-county unmarried mothers and 
their children, all have had demonstrated that 
the legal theory that such are likely become public 
charges based upon fact. But dependents who are 
such because maternity situation, recover inde- 
pendence quickly. young mother with her child, 
having earning capacity restored does not necessarily 
stay put because she sent any one spot the map. 
caring for boarding non-resident child, agencies 
can and require bond. 

agency Buffalo receiving unmarried mother 
for care will make investigation with varying degrees 
emphasis upon the use the Social Service Ex- 
change, verification vital statistics, poor law settle- 
ment, physical examination, mental examination and 
consultation references. she local girl this 
inquiry will made local worker, she out- 
of-county girl, will probably made worker 
her own locality. She will have prenatal care 
clinic maternity home. certain proportion 
instances, she will have legal action her behalf the 
county her residence. 

Erie County, Jane Doe may get, rather the 
county for her will get, the sum $250 $400, even 
$600 from which pay confinement expenses and aid 
the support her child the age 16. word 
the law takes cognizance the mother’s loss 
wages which may total more than the whole payment 
the father her child. She expected thank- 
ful for any crumbs that fall. 

Social workers Buffalo not believe separating 
the mother from her child birth. Yet know there 
are individuals here who believe this and who 
further and are quite confident their own ability 
child placing though they have had training and 
little experience fit them for this task. Most persons 
here believe that they have followed sound social work 
practice when the parents unmarried mother can 
led receive her and her child, their home 
affords suitable background. will all agree that 
all schemes boarding child, working with child, 
going home boarded child, releasing child 
for adoption are all makeshift plans which resort 
because must. know well that one them 
substitute for home with father and mother 
who are providing for their child.
